TERMINALS PURCHASE 
GIVEN HIS APPROVAL 


Waycross Charter Bill Is Also 
Approved---Governor Brown 
Appoints Two Judges and 
Qne Solicitor---Ashburn City 
Court Vacancy Filled--Gov- 
ernor Spends Busy Night. 


Governor Brown spent a busy night 
last night, and when his work was 
through a number of important meas- 
ures had received his signature, and 
the great mass of legislation acted 
upon at the last session of the legis- 
lature had been approved or vetoed. 

Of paramount interest was the bill 
designed to protect the rituals, signs, 
insignia and badges of the fraternal 
orders of Georgia, which have suffer- 
ed from the encroachments of certain 
negro societies. 

The bill which was introduced in the 
legislature and was passed provided 
for the safeguard of those fraternities 
in Georgia that have precedence in age 
and original charters from encroach- 
ments by imitators, preventing mem- 
bers of imitating societies from wear- 
ing their badges, using their signs 
and rituals, and making violations a 
misdemeanor. This bill applies par- 
ticularly, it is said, to the negro Elks 
nd the Knights of Pythias, and it is 
stated has no effect on the negro Ma- 
sons and Odd Fellows. 

Governor Brown was approached by 
delegations of negroes, whe urged him 
not to sign the measure, and received 
Many -telegrams on the subject. He 
Was also strongly urged to sign the 
Measure by members of the white 
orders it affected.

Signs Terminals Resolution. 

also signed the resolution for 
purchase of the terminals prop- 
(‘hattanooga for the Western 
and Atlantic road. This resolution was 
introduced by Hooper Alexander. It 
provides for the purchase of about 87 
acres of land for approximately 
$65,000. 

The Waycross charter bill was also 
sizned. The clause in the charter pro- 
viding for a twelve months’ residence 
before a man is allowed to vote, how- 
ever, received long consideration by 
the governor. When he signed it he 
wrote on the bill that while not agree- 
ing with the clause, because it was 
apparently a dangerous precedent to 
establish, and inconsistent with the 
established policy, yet he would give 
it his approval because he could not 
withhold his signature from a bill in- 
volving a new charter that meant the 
advancement of the best interests of 
the city. 

He appointed Hon. J. C. Bennett 
judge of the city court at Hazlehurst 
and Hon. James R. Grant, JZJr., 
licitor. 

He also filled the vacancy in the city 
court at Ashburn, Ga., made vacant by 
the resignation of Judge W. A. Haw- 
kins, appointing Hon. John B. Hutch- 
inson to that position.

From reports reaching here tonight, 
Fort Worth, Texas, was the hottest 
city in the south or southwest. The 
government thermometer went as high 
as 111 degrees, while instruments in 
the business district registered as 
high as 120 degrees. The mercury 
climbed as high as 100 degrees’ in 
many other Texas cities, and at Deni- 
son it reached 106, breaking all pre- 


vious records. 
Although the mercury only reached 
99 degrees at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at Vicksburg, the. records of the 
weather office show that it was the 
hottest qay in the past seven years. 
108 Degrees at Natchez. 
At Natchez 108 degrees was recorded 
at 3:20 o’clock, while at Jackson the 
mercury stood at an even 100.

The Two Propositions.

Klaw & Erlanger’s proposition was, 
according to report, that the Shuberts’ 
attractions be not staged by any one 
of the southern managers throughout 
the entire south. To this some of the 
southern managers demurred. The 
Klaw & Erlanger contingent then de- 
clared it must be one or the other. If 
the Shuberts were to share the field 
they preferred to withdraw entirely. 
A majority of the southern managers 
opposed Klaw & Erlanger’s with- 
The Shuberts, while desiring 
a clear field, were content with their 
foothold, and were abiding their time. 
They believe now that that time has 
arrived, and, fr reliable sources, it 
may be stated, have placed an elabo- 
rate and alluring proposition before 
the southerners. 

They have not demanded an exclu- 
sive field, and are willing to stage such 
productions in the southern territory 
as will show them a profit and be ac- 
ceptable to the various managers.

Fall Into the Street.

Charles Ryan, the cashier of the 
Fourth National bank, came by in his 
touring car, and as soon as Dr. Noble 
had examineg them to see no bones 
were broken, he took them into his 
car and carried them home. 

The two disabled cars were soon 
surrounded by a half-dozen or more, 
and the reports of the accident were 
quickly over the city, it being ru- 
mored that several persons were 
killed. 

The bruised and injured were all 
carried home in a cab at night, and at 
last accounts were reported as doing 
well. Dr. Noble stated he aid not ex- 
pect any serious injuries from their 
bruises.

Fred Tippin Receives 
Electric Shock. 


While Engaged Repairing Roof 
Young Tinning Employee Has 
Narrow Escape From Fright- 
ful Death When Piece of Tin 
Crosses Live Wire. 


Fred L. Tippin, aged 19 years, of 16 
Tifton street, ang a son of Patrolman 
A. J. Tippin, narrowly escaped a 
frightful death yesterday morning at 
11 o'clock, when, repairing the roof 
'of Dr. Charles O. Smith, of 315 Capi- 
tol avenué, a long strip of roofing tin 
was blown by the wind across a live 
electric wire, and shocked him. 

Leaning over the edge of the roof, 
a distance of fully 60 feet from the 
ground, young Tippin received a shock 
that burned his hands dreadfully, and 
tore a hole in one of his shoes. He 
fell back on the roof and was only 
saved from falling by a boxed gutter. 
With the strip of tin still in his hands, 
being unable to let go, young Tippin 
bounced about on this dangerous 
verge of death until his coworker, 
Robert T. Drake, who also regetved a 
shock and fell a distance of some ten 
feet to the ground, climbed up the 
ladder and wrenched his hands away, 

Injuries Are Painful. 

He was taken down the ladder by 
Drake and another person, and rushed 
to the Grady hospital in the ambu- 
lance, which arriveq while Tippin was 
still writhing on the roof. His  in- 
juries, while painful-and serious, wifl 
not be permanent, and it is thought 
that unless uremia sets in, he will be 
able to be out in a few weeks. 

Drake's injuries were slight.

‘DISPENSARIES 


South Carolina Prohibitionists 
Make Decided 
Gains, 


ACTIVE PART PLAYED 
BY ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE 


Liquor Traffic Election Held in 
21 of 42 Counties --- Dispen- 


sary Wins in Few Counties, 
While in All Other Counties 
Prohibition Gets Big Ma- 
jorities. 


Charleston, S. C., August 17.—The 


unofficial returns from the elections 
held in twenty-one of the so-called 
“wet” counties of South Carolina today 
for the purpose of allowing the voters 
of each county to choose between pro- 
hibition and the county dispensary 
system indicates that the prohibition- 
ists have won victories in Tifteen of 
these counties. 

Complete returns from some pre- 
cincts not reported tonight may change 
the result in two or three counties, but 
the probabilities are that prohibition 
has carried in Abbeville, Bamberg, 
|) Barnwell, Berkeley, Calhoun, Colleton, 
Dorchester, Fairfield, Hampton, Ker- 
shaw, Lee, Lexington, Orangeburg, 
Sumter and Williamsburg counties. 
The dispensary has won in Aiken, 
Charleston and Richland counties. 

No Excitement. 

The election was without excite. 
meént or special incident in any county 
and a smal! vote was polled. The ma- 
jorities for prohibition, according to 
the present returns, which are in most 
cases practically complete, range from 
14 in Calhoun county to 982 in Orange- 
burg county. 

The largest majority for the dispen. 
sary is in Charleston county, where it 
received 1,525 votes against 306 for 
prohibition. 

One-half of the state was already 
dry, and the act under which today’s 
election was held was a compromise 
measure adopted at the last session of 
the legislature to defeat a Dill provid- 


ing for state-wide prohibition. The 
‘general belief is that the prohibition- 
ists will again move the passage of 
such a law at the next legislature next 
January. 

The election today was on the ques- 
tion of voting on the dispensary, pro- 
hibition having been decreed since Au- 
gust 2 last under the bill providing for 
the election, which permftted the coun- 
ties then “wet"’ to vote back their dis- 
pensaries if they so desired. 

Hot Campaigned Waged. 

For the first time the Anti-Saloon 

League took an active interest in the 


prohibition movement in this state, 
and not since the stirring political 
contests of the early nineties when 
Benjamin R. Tillman was first entert- 
ing upon his spectacular political 
career, has such a campaign been wit- 
nessed as that waged by the Anti- 
Saloon League leaders, church folk 


an “‘anti-dispensaryites’ against the 
return to the dispensaries. = 

Public speakings were conducted in 
each of the 21 counties: preachers and’ 
temperance leaders organized house-to- 
house canvassing brigades; the daily 
and weekly newspapers of the state 
were filled with arguments favorable 
to prohiibtion. 

Those who favored the retention of 
the dispensaries displayed very little 
energy in influencing the _ election. 
Very little, if any, money was expend- 
ed by efther side at the polls today, 
according to reports.

Motive in Both Cases Was 


Robbery -- Harris Waylaid 
Aunt in Field, Almost Killed 
Her and Then Took What 
Money She Had. 


Baltimore, Md., August 17.—Oliver 
Herman Harris, who some days ago 
acknowledged having murderously as- 
saulted his aunt, Mrs. Clara Harris, 


this afternoon confessed that on July 
22 he murdered his cousin, Henson 
Poole,-whose terribly decomposed body 
was found on Saturday afternoon in:a 
closet "In the little cabin in which >: 
lived alone near Rockville, Montgom- 
ery. county. 

The confession. which followed two 
hours’ sweating by Baltimore, detec- 
tives——Harris having been brought 
here largely for that purpose,-it is 
said—was taken down by a gtenogra- 
pher, and a typewritten copy of it was 
signed by Harris. In it he says that 
he went to Poole’s cabin about 5 a. m., 
July 22, to buy some whisky and that 
& quarrel arose over the question or 
whether he or Poole put water in the 
liquor. 


How He Killed Him. 

The confession continues: 

“He came toward me and I knocked 
him down. When he got uw he grabbed 
for the rifle. JI then grabbed the rifie 
and shot him and hit him with a ham- 
mer. I did not want him to make any 
noise and draw anv crowd. I shot him 
twice more while he was on the mat- 
tress: T then dragged him te the 
closet and shut the door.” 

Harris further said that he took two 
quarts of whisky and $52 in money, 
which Poole had, together with his 
keys, and went away. Subsequently. 
he went to a fair at Rockville and 
Washington, where the money taken 
from Poole was svent. Poole not hav- 
ing been seen for about three week- 
his father became uneas® and on Sat- 
urday began the search, which ended 
in the finding of the body o fhis son 
in his home. 

While Stolen Money Lasted. 


While the. stolen money lasted Har 
ris seems to have given no thought 
to the possible consequences of the 
crime. Finally realizing something of 
his position, however, and needing 
money with which to get away from 
the neighborhood his thoughts turned 
to his aunt, Miss Clara Harris. He 
knew that she usually kept some 
money at her home, but took it with 
her whenever she left there. 

Sending her word that a relative was 
ill and needed her, Harris waylaid her 
in a field and almost killed her. Rob- 
alone Was the motive for this 

Harris says. Mrs, Harris was 
Shot and beaten very much as was 
Poole This, and the fact that Harris 
appeared to have been the last person 
to see PP le alive threw upon him the 
suspicion which this afternoon brought 
out his confession. It is understood 
that he will be taken back to Rock- 
ville tomorrow.

CORN AND COTTON 


So Yoakum Tells Farmers 
of Oklahoma. 


Railroad Magnate Says Bump- 
er Crops Are Stronger De- 
fenses Than Army and Navy. 
Railroads and Farmers Are 
Natural Partners. 


Shawnee, Okla., August 17.—Depre- 
cating the growing expenditures which 
the United States is incurring in con- 
nection with the maintenance of the 
army and the navy, and declaring that 
the grain and cotton fields of the Mis- 
sissippi valley and the west are 
stronger military defenses than war- 
ships, B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, delivered an address here today 
before the Farmers’ Union of Okla- 
homa. 

Mr.- Yoakum's subject was “The 
Farmer and the Railroad.’ He strong- 
ly advocated good roads as a meang of 
bringing the carrier and the producer 
closer together. 

Natural Partners. 

Mr. Yoakum said in part: 

“The farmers and the railroads are 
natural partners. The first thing in- 
quired about by an investor in new 
railroad securities is the character of 
the country which the .road will serve. 
If it can be shown that the territory to 
be served by the new railroad is a 
good farming country, the greatest 
trouble in finding the money to build 
has been overcome. On the other hand, 
the first question a farmer seeking a 
location In a new country asks is, 
‘What are its railroad facilities?” The 
farmer must have the railroad, and 
the railread must have the farmer. 
Their interests are inseparably linked. 
The prosperity and success of one de- 
pends upon the prosperity and success 
of the other, moreover the prosperity of 
all business is dependent on the farm- 
er, for the farm is the basis of the 
nation’s credit and wealth. 

“Railroad construction has practi- 
cally been abandoned. There is no 
great construction under way, and no 
encouragement for the near future. 
This is the one disappointing sign of 
the country’s future growth and pros- 
perity. New railroad construction is 
just as essential for the great devel- 
cpment that should take place in the 
next twenty-five years as it was in.the 
last twenty-five. 

“Tf I were asked to name the most 
effective way to check this country’s 
growth, I would say, stop ra!lroad con- 
struction for a few more years, and 
our country will become a nation of 
industrial decadence. 

Regulation of Hoads. 

“The business methods of the coun- 
try are undergoing an evolution, and 
one of the most important problems 
is the proper regulation of the rail- 
roads. I am on record so often and 
so earnestivy in favor of fair regula- 
tion by the government, that it is al- 
most unnecessary for me to repeat 
what I] have so frequently stated pub- 
licly, that the corporations of the 
country should be so regulated as to 
prevent discrimination of injustice to 
the public, giving equal and fair treat- 
ment to all, with favoritism to none. 

“This country now needs what our 
forefathers used in laying its foun- 
dation—a lot of old-fashioned com- 
mon sense. Good judgment and fair 
dealing are found more generally 
among the farmers than in any other 
occupation, and when they earnestly 
take hold of public questions they will 
occupy a place tn Our political struc- 
ture that will make their good judg- 
ment and fair conclusions felt more 
and more in solving the relations of 
the government and its institutions. 

Government Waste. 

“The story of government extrava- 
gance is being told so broadly through 
the newspapers that the masses are 
beginning to realize that something is 
wrong. The same disregard of value 
of money would send the strongest pri- 
vate business in this country into 
bankruptcy. A proper uBe of the 
pruning knife in a downward revision 
of expenses wil! bring surprising re- 
sults. It is not practical to itemize 
where reductions should be made, but 
they must come. The deficit should 
be cared for by reducing expenditures 
and not by raising taxes to increase 
revenues. 

Lesson from Europe. 


“The European nations are teaching 
us a lesson. The controversies’ in 


Kingland, the recent troubles in Spain, } 


the unrest in Russia, the quarreling 
over military taxes in Germany, and 
the struggle against new taxes in 
France, should strengthen our faith in 
the proposition that it is better to 
grow more farm products and make 
prosperous the man who sows and 
harvests than to build more battle- 
ships and new guns. 

“Our advocates of greater military 
expenses tell us we are too great, too 
rich and too strong to fear any trouble 
over government expenses, but we are 
now running behind and not only de- 
vising new methods of taxation, but 
are selling government bonds to take 
care of the deficit. The extension of 
the grain and cotton fields of the Mis- 
sissippi valley and of the west are 
stronger military defenses than are 
the warships.” 


NEW NATIONAL ORDER 


Organized to Solve the Race 
Problem. 


Aragon, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
The genera! Order of True Americans 
was organized early in the present 
year (1909) and a United States presi- 
dent, a vice and a United States sec- 
retary and treasurer of the order 
elected. 

On the ninth day of April, 1909, the 
United States president of the order, 
Rev. J. R. Lamb, pastor of the First 
Baptist church at Aragon, Ga., organ- 
ized the first local lodge of True Amer- 
icans at Aragon.

The loan 
is to be increased from $27.500°000 t>» 
$30,000,000 and of this latte: amount 
American bankers are to get one- 
quarter, the ofher three-quarters go- 
ing to British, French and German in- 
terests. 

Americans are to have equal oppor- 
tunity to supply matertal for both the 
Sze-Chuen and the Canton lines ann 
their branches; they wil) appoint sub- 
ordinate engineers and they will have 
also one-half of all future loans of 
the Sze-Chuen railroad and its 
branches, with the corresponding ad- 
Vantages. 

The details of this settlement will he 
arranged after the arrival here. the 
end of this week, of Willard dD.

Western Union and 
Postal. 


Chicago, August 17.—An increase of 
rates on code messages was announced 
vesterday by the Western Union and 
Postal telegraph companies.

proposed in the bill as introduced. In fact, there is nothing matertally objec- 
tionable in the ‘provisions of the bill as finally enactec; it is, possibly, 4 
good law. But the precedent of enacting local county laws upon matters 
of state-wide interest and concern, and which should be covered by statutes 
of’general application, is an evil about which complaint may well be iaade. 

Many of the residents of Cartersville and Bartow protested against the 
measure, fearing that it will injure the chances of the county in the projected’ 
government highway from Chattanooga to Atlanta—but of this they are, 
perhaps, unduly apprehensive. 

The specific instance is cited, not in isolated cetticteis of Bartow county, 
but rather as an illustration of the fllcgical trivialities in our system of law- 
making, giving rise, in a great majority of cases, to ‘‘lost motion’’ in the 
functions of the’ general assembly as well as such endless conflict in local 
legislation as. must inevitably produce inestimable chaos and confusion. 

Suppose, for example, each one of. the 146 counties in Georgia took it 
upon themselves to frame separate codes for the regulation éf automobile 
traffic. The result would be a patchwork of conflicting regulations beside 
which Joseph’s coat of many colors would be simplicity personified, and the 
man driving from one county to another would be compelled, in self-protec- 
tion, to —— vith him a } fegal expert to harmonize the differing, road 
laws. 

The same absolute lack ‘of sndtorenity in legislation makes it possible for 
the respective counties, if they are so minded, to secure conflicting, perhaps 
foolish, restrictions upon other vehicle traffic, and there is no guarantee that 
the condition would not extend: into repressive, perhaps conflicting, regula- 
tions upon traction engines, or to any other department wherein the coun- 
ties may exercise individual discretion. 

That is just one of the evils of the system. _The fundamental one is 
that the general assembly should be called upon to waste the state’s time 
in passing upon legislation of a purely local nature, which could as well be 
settled by a designated state department or, in many instances, by the coun- 
ties themselves, or the courts. 

As a result, the end of each session sees the state archiv es overburdened 
with an overwhelming preponderance of trivial local measures toward which 


‘the attitude of the general assembly, when it is not that of an arbiter, is 


simply that of a mechanical legalizing agency. 

Up to a few years ago, the same method was pursued with regard tr the 
chartering of railroads. «There was no uniformity in the drawing of charters 
and the ingenuity o1 shrewd lawyers was frequently able to get past the 
general assembly documents giving specific railroads privileges out of all 
proportions to those accorded others just as deserving, imposing meanwhile 
on the state incalculable confusion in the statutes governing the cacricrs. 

The legislature finally saw the folly of such a policy, and enacted a uni- 
form provision for the chartering of railroads, constituting the secretary of 
state the responsible tribunal for issuance. 

Some such method must be devised with regard to the flood of local leg- 
islation that now largely monopolizes the time of the general assembly and 
clutters the records of the state with a mass of petty duplicated matter. 

Strike out the lost motion in legislative functions arising from the pres- 
ent practice, and in all probability a biennial session of twenty-five days 
would suffice for purposes of general legislation, the only sort that should 
engage the <ttention of the general assembly 

As it is, however, the projected biennial sessions bill has been so amend- 
ed that sixty-day two-year sessions are provided, a corcession that should 
remove the last objection to this badly needed reform. 

At the last analysis, the state is suffering from a conflicting accumula- 
tion of virtually general legislation by local whims. Until uniformity is per- 
manently introduced, Georgia.will continue to appear ridiculous and the 
state’s: money will be wasted,

A GAIN OF $20,000,000 
SH O WN IN TAX RETURNS 


Only Six’ Cite Still to Be Heard From—Laxity of 
Tax System Shown by Figures 
in Eloquent Terms. 


With only six counties yet to be 
heard from, the net increase in the 
tax returns of Georgia, as shown by 
the tax digest in the office of Comp- 
troller General William A. Wright, is 
approximately $20,000,000. 

The exact igures are, $19,370,007. 
The net increase for 1909 as compared 
to 1908 is $22,747,318. The decreases 
are $2,377,311. The counties which are 
yet to report are Bartow, Burke, 
Greene, Jenkins, Schley and Washing- 
ton, 

One hundred and one counties show 
increases, while thirty-nine show de- 
creases. The total increase is two and 
one-half times that of 1908 over 1907. 
The increase in corporation tax re- 
turns so far received is only $242,873. 

“Just Passing "Round the Hat,” 

The truth of the charge that the 
taxation laws of Georgia only amount 
to passing around the hat, is impress- 
ed by a study of the figures in the re- 
ports made to the comptroller general. 
The various counties have made a law 
unto themselves in the matter of mak- 
ing the returns. 

A number of amusing excuses were 
made as to the reason why certain 
counties should show decreases, while 
adjoining counties showed substantial 
increases. One tax receiver wrote that 
the returns would have been larger, 
but he himself had ‘been sick. In an- 
other county local taxation was ex- 
pected to be high and the property im- 
mediately shrunk in value, the result 
being that the returns from the higher 
rate of taxation will be no greater 
than last year under a smalier tax rate. 
There is no state law by which tax re- 
ceivers permitting such practices can 
be reached. 

It is estimated that if all the per- 
sonal property in Georgia which now 
escapes taxation could be placed on the 
tax books the total taxable values in 
Georgia would increase from $700,000, - 
000, where they now stand, to $1, 500, - 
000,000 or even $2,000, 000,000.

RAILROADS ORDERED 
TO ACCEPT SHIPMENTS 


Roads Had Refused to Accept 
Certain Kinds of 
Freight. 


As a result of many complaints re- 
ceived by the railroad commission to 
the effect that some of the railroad 
companies of the state are refusing to 
receive for shipment less than carload 
lots of brick, sewer pipe and similar 
articles, except where they are boxed 
and crated or each article is marked 
with the name of the consignee and 
destination, the commission has issued 
an order declaring that such action of 
the railway companies is unreasonable 
and not authorized by any rule a the 
commission. 

The commission orders that ianagite 
as such shipments are made between 
points in his state, all railroad com- 
panies shaH accept shipments of brick, 
sewer pipe and like articles not spe- 
cifically required to be packed by the 
classification of the commission, in 
less than carload quantities without 
requiring same to be boxed or crated 
and without requiring that each article 
shall be marked, “provided that some 
of the articles shall be properly mark- 
ed or such other shipping Instructions 
be given the carrier as will afford 
necessary information for the trans- 
portation and delivery thereof.” 

Another order just issued by the 
commission directs Rate Expert George 
EF. Montgomery, 
make a proper record of all stocks 
and bonds of all the corporations under 
the commission's jurisdiction, and also 
a report of all the rules made and in- 
forced by such corporations. The order 
further directs that all such corpora- 
tions shall furnish to the rate expert 
anv information which may be neces- 
sary to enable him to comply with this 
order.

The automobilist on approaching any 
pedestrian or person driving an animal 
must give warning by gong or bell, 
and on signal from any person In dis- 
tress must stop the machine and gnut 
off all the noise. He must remain 
still until the horse or mule has 
passed, or, if going in the same direc- 
tion, must use eévery precaution in 
passing to avoid frightening the ani- 
mal. 

The bill makes itt unlawful for any 
intoxicated person to run an automo- 
bile in the county, and provides that 
nothing in the act shall operate against 
a civil action for damages for injuries 
sustained. Violations of the act are 
made misdemeanors and are punish- 
able accordingly under tge Georgia 
statute on that subject. 


There has been no smal! interest In 
the local bill passed by the general 
assembly at its recent session and 
signed by Governor Brown, which pre- 
scribes regulations for the running of 
automobiles and all classes of motor 
vehicles in Bartow county. 

The provisions of the bill itself do 
not seem to be objectionable, but there 
has been considerable opposition mani- 
fested to the precedent set under which 
each county might enact its own law 
on the subject—ea i situation which 
would materially complicate the oper- 
ation of automobiles from one county 
into another, 

The Bartow county law goes into 
effect on September 1, or after three 
weeks’ notice has been given of it 
by publication in the county newspa@- 
pers. 

It provides that no resident of the 
county shall be permitted to operate 
an automobile upon any of the roads 
of Bartow. county without first ob- 
taining a license and agumber from 
the clerk of the superior court, for 
which a fee of 50 cents must be paid, 
and the number in figures at least 1% 
by 2% inches must be conspicuously 
displayed on the rear of the machine. 
This provision does not apply to noa- 
residents.

A young woman, a member of one of 
Georgia's first families, who is prom- 
inently identified with one of the best 
known institutions for the education 
of young women in the state, makes 
complaint that the most difficult mat- 
ter that has to be contended with in 
the discipline and system of that paf- 
ticular schoo] is the lack of coopeation 
of the mothers. 
“{ say mothers, though 


both parents are to blame, because the 


}mother is the more natura! protector of 
_the girl’s interest,” she said. 

' So much is being said about educa- 
tion these days: the necessity for it in 
the career of the women of the day, 
whatever her calling may be, as a lead- 
er of society or a bread-winner, and 
yet it seems to me that less and less 
time is given for this all-important 
| training,” she continued. 

The summer vacations are becoming 
longer in order to meet the demands of 
the young women who are so eager 
to leave school for the intemperate 
socia] life now prevailing among even 
the youngest members of society. 

Young women enter school in the 
early fall, jaded and tired, and have to 
be coaxed into the normal routine of 
the institution. Just as their bodies 
and minds are becoming disciplined, 
letters come to them planning the 
Thanksgiving festivities, which now 
begin a week «before and continue a 
week after the fete day itself, this 
making an intermediary break, the 
effects of which are only being modi- 


probably 


holidays is anticipated. 

This period now covers frequently 
almost a month’s time, as Many young 
women do not return to their classes 
until the middle of January, if their 
social] engagements are sufficiently in- 
teresting. 

Then they begin to count the days 
the excitement, not only of the 
gayeties, but that 
sea u. 

From then on there is little time left 
for quiet, steady study; the summer va- 
cation is so near at hand, and if the 
time actually devoted to study and nor- 
mal life were measured by that given 
to pleasurable recreation, with the be- 
fore and after detractions, it would be 
found that the latter covered the great- 
er number of weeks.” 

“Do your rules not require 
young women should return to school 
at a certain date after their vacations, 
or forfeit their places in their classes, 
or the honor records?” was here asked. 

“Yes. that is the rule; but the forfeit 
of honor places in a class now makes 
little difference,” replied the young 
teacher. 

‘It is quite a common announcement 
with mothers who place their daugh- 
‘ters in school, that they do not care 
about the high marks and honors—Jjust 


mothers have been known to add: ‘My 
daughter will never have to work for 
her living! I wish her to be accom- 
plished"’ 

“This viewpoint, so commonly held, 
would be humorous, if it were not one 
of the direct reasons for many of the 
present so-called evils of modern so0- 
ciety, which are largely due to un- 
trained, undisciplined women. 

When a young woman is placed in 
school with no incentive to work to 
establish a record for scholarship, or 
to be systematically fitted for the 
coming school of life, she can not be 
blamed for anticipating her freedom 
from an institution standing for the 
very influences she fights against, 

‘In other words, many mothers, 
while placing their children in board- 
ing schools, nominally for education, 
are really using the institution as a 
kind of waiting room until the conven- 
al age of eighteen marks the elegibil- 
ity of their daughters to the debutante 
set. 
“Vet with all this limitation, which 
is put in the institution, in the mat- 
ter of discipline and training by mis- 
guided patrons, it is the period of all 
others, which hag been anticipated as 
the one in which a girl is to be de- 
prived of all the ‘rough edges’ of char- 
acter, outlook, bearing and manner, 
to say nothing of pitiful ignorance of 
the fundamental branches of what is 
generally known as a common school 
educatfon. 

“tne has been excused for her lack 
of knowledge, her hoydenish ways, her 
lack of consideratton for others, her 
ignorance of the little social ameni- 
ties. with the hopeful suggestion: 
‘Just wait till she goes off to schoo 
and she will be taught better. 

“She might be,’ concluded the young 
teacher, “if the mother and the teach- 
er could come to an understanding.”

CROP DAMAGE NEWS 
MADE WHEAT FIRMER 


Opening of Market Was Weak, 
but Wet Weather Reports 
Made | It Steady. 


Chicago, August 17.—Damage re- 
ports from North Dakota offset weak 
cables and caused a steady tone in the 
wheat market here at the close today. 
Corn closed weak, oats easy and pro- 
visions irregular. 

The wheat market opened weak, 
with prices unchanged to 3-8 lower, 
owing to a decline of 1-24 at Liver- 
pool. During the greater part of the 
day sentiment was inciined to the bear 
side ot the market. but in the final 
hour a firmer feeling developed be- 
cause of confirmation of reports of 
damage by wet weather to the wheat 
crop in the northwestern part of North 
Dakota. A'‘slump in corn and an easier 
tone in the market for the cash grain 
were additional! factors that prompted 
considerable selling. Trade in general 
was of.light volume. The ciose was 
sieady with prices a shade to 1-8@ 
1-4 higher compared with the previous 
close. 

An official forecast of unsettled 
weather over the greater part of the 
corn belt for tonight and tomorrow 
inspired liberal realizing sales in the 
corn market. which resulted in declines 
of approximately lic in the price of all 
deliveries. Fresh reports of damage 
by hot weather were received and at 
times these advices caused slight ral- 
lies. Declines of 1-2 to le in the bet- 
ter grades of cash corn and 2c in 
lower grades were a bearish factor. 
The market closed weak with the Sep- 
tember delivery at the bottom and the 
future options only a trifie above the 
low mark. 

Oats were inclined to be weak near- 
ly all day, owing to selling brought 
out by improved weather for harvest- 
ing and -threshing.
